So there 75 
is a Beholding of Things either bodily and 7 
outwardly ; as we ſee one another, and a 
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Variety of other Objects, with our bodily 
Eyes; or mentally, when we weigh in our 
Minds, deliberate on, and maturely con- 
ſider a Matter. And as the Sight is one 
of the. moſt entertaining 'Senſes, whole 
Pleaſures are great, and come neareſt to 
thoſe of the Underſtanding, or other Fa- 
culties of the Soul; ſo, to Behold, does 
oft intend to be overjoyed, or exceedingly 
delighted and charmed with an Object, to 
rejoyce jn it with Joys unſpeakable, of 
more than one can find Words to expreſs 
fully.

own; and their beſt Works, as theirs, 
ſmell rank of their Hands that perform 
them, and are attended with many Infir- 
mities and Faults, either in Thought, 
Word, or Deed; for in many Things all 
Men offend: And it is impoſſible, that an 
imperfect Righteouſneſs ſhould preſent any

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Man perfect before, or recommend him to 
the Favour of an infinitely, perfect, and 
holy God; * Who is of more pure Eyes 
than to behold Iniguity, and with whom 
no Evil can dwell: Therefore the godly 
Man looks to, and has his Dependance 
upon a better Righteouſneſs than his 
own; one that has neither Spot nor Stain, 
even the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt, 
without him an unexceptionable and ever- 
laſting Righteouſneſs, which he wrought 
out by his own perſonal, and perfect Obe- 
dience, to the utmoſt Demands, both of 
the divine Law and Juſtice, This 1s the 
Righteouſneſs that St. Paul had his De- 
pendance upon, when he ſaid, that he de- 
fired vo be found in bim, not having his 
own Righteouſneſs which is of the Law, 
but that which is through the Faith © 
Chriſt, the Righteouſneſs which is of God 

Faith. Feremiah calls him, * The Lord 
our Righteouſneſs ; and Iſaiab fully expreſ- 
fes him, and his Righteouſneſs, as the only 
Way wherein any Saint expects, defires, or 
ſhall rejoice, to behold the Face of the 
Lord, when he tells us, » Surely, ſhall one

ever, there is ſome little Reſemblance 
of it in the Spirituality and Purity of Af- 
fections and Deſires; and ſo much as de- 
rives an Influence on their Lives, and ex- 
cites a conſcientious Obſervance of Duty, 
in Imitation of their royal Pattern. Thus, 
being planted togetber in the Likeneſs of 
' bis Death, they are alſo in the Likeneſs of 
his Reſurreftion : And *t the Grace of Go 
teaches them to deny Ungodlinefs and worldly 
Tufts, and to live ſoberly, righteouſly, and 
godly in the preſent World. And though the 
greater Meaſures of Grace give fome 
Saints a nearer Conformity to the Lord, 
in the Church here below; yet the beſt 
of them, in this imperfect State, have his 
Image only in Embryo, or in Miniature: 
And the leaſt in the Kingdom of Heaven is, 
in this Senſe, greater than be. 
This Branch of our Bliſs will be perfect 
and compleat, when we awake in the Re- 
ſurrection Morning, as it ſhall flow from 
opr Viſion of the Lord then: This is 
juftly inferred from the Effect that a be- 
lieving View of him has upon us now; 
where we have only a glimmering and 
dark Sight of him, as through a Glaſs ; 
yet are changed 2 it into the ſame Image, 


1 Cor. xv.

And ſo muchvof our Hap- 
pineſs ſhall be enjoyed herein, that the 


very Eſſence of it is aſcribed hereto: I ſhall 


awake with thy Likeneſi. _ * 
| Thirdly, The godly Man's Felicity, in 


the World to come, ſhall conſiſt in the 
entire Requium and Peace of his Soul, 


his Satisfaction, the inward Delight and 


Pleaſure of the Mind, as well as Eaſe of 


the Body, whereby the whole Man is 
comforted * in the Mercy f the Lord, 
rejoyces, and is glad, or retreſhed; as the 
deſolate and waſte Ground, with Showers 
of Rain, has the Bud of the tender Herb 
cauſed to ſpring forth. This is what the 
Words call his Satisfattion. 

The Soul is the more noble Part in Man 


/ than his Body; and conſequently, what

Faculties, | and render the Mind eaſy and 
compoſed, is yaſtly preferable to all the 
Delights of "Senſe, and what only enter- 
tains the Body; ſo the Perplexity and 
Anxiety of 'the Mind, is the moſt Infotle- 
rable and grievous. 

His Uneaſineſs and Diſſatisfaction, his 
inward Rack and Torture, ſeems to be one 
of his darkeft Circumſtances, and heavieſt 
Loads on the Enemy of our Souls : And 
as he exerts all his Power and Policy, to 
involve us in the like wretched Eſtate with 
himſelf, be goes to and fro in the Earth, 
and walks up and down in it, ſeeking whom 
he may devour, and how he may diſtreſs, 
fill with doubts and uneaſineſs, and leave 
them utrerly diſſatisfied whom he cannot 
deſtroy: And ſo far has he ſucceeded in 
theſe Endeavours, by introducing Sin in- 
to the World and promoting it, that Men, 
in common, walk: in a vain Shew in this 
Senſe. ' 

And thovih'i it is no Wonder that theſe, 
who look not beyond this Life, are always 
enquiring, as Men diſſatisfied and enſna- 
red with their own Deceivings: Who will 
Jhew us any Good? For Satisfaction is not 
in them. And Men may ſooner fill their

And though the more refined Things of 
God, Chriſt, Heaven, and the Wor 
come, which are the Enquiry of al 
Men, have greater Subſtance in them, and 
are every Way commenſurate to the moſt 
enlarged Deſires of their Souls: Yer their 
Views of them are ſo imperfect, their 
Enjoyments ſo ſcanty, and their Incerrup- 
tions ſo frequent now in each, that their 
Peace has many Inroads made upon it, and 
their Satisfaction, like their Stay in the 
Mount, is of no long Continuance. Now 
they are perhaps ſinging, as at the Top of 
Jacob's Ladder, or on the Summit of their 
Mount Piſgah, * Who fhail ſeparate us 
from the Love "of Ged which is in Chrift 
Feſus our Lord. — We are fully perſwa- 
ded, &c. , Thus © by the divine Favour, and 
in the Manifeſtations of it, heir Mann- 
tain ſeems to fland ſtrong, as if they ſhould

The Wicked act 
from the Principles of ſelf only; and, 
as they are directed or deceived hereby, 


they are hurried: on with ſelfiſh Views 
in whatever they do: Whether to ef- 

cape a threatned and impending, Evil, 
or to reach a diſtant Good, all their 


Perſuits and Paſſions are influenced here- 
by; Charity with them begins, lives, 
and dies at Home, And as they have 


no higher Views than theſe, the divine 
Honour is not their Concern, nor di- 
vine Truths their Regard: It is no 
Wonder that ſocial Virtues are neglect- 
ed by them, and their Affections center | 


in the mean and beggarly Enjoyments of 

a periſhing World, and To have their 

Bellies filled. with its bid Treaſure *, 
8 2 Ver.

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Thence they are proud, perverſe, cove- 
tous, cruel, and led by ſenſual Appetites. 

Saints, on the other Hand, have 
nobler Views ; the Glory of the Lord 
is what Grace has laid in them as the 
Foundation and governing Principle of 
their Actions, and in Subordination there- 
to, their own ſpiritual and eternal Good; 
and that theſe Ends may be anſwered, 
the Word of the Lord is choſen and 
chearfully ſubmitted to by them, both to 
regulate their Faith and all their Practi- 
ces. They own it for the Law and the 
Teſtimony, which whatſoever agreeth not 
to, is becauſe there is no Light in it: 
They experience this Word to be * quick 
and powerful, and ſharper than any two- 
zdged Sword, to divide aſſunder between 
the Soul and its Sin, &c.

— But to the Godly, who fay, * Amen 
to all this, even ſo come, Lord Feſus; to 
them Death is a Sleep which they many 
Times defire and long for, as well as ex- 
pet : For * they would not live always 
as bere ; they are well aſſured that, at 
Death, their Bodies ſhall reſt in their 
Graves: In that Day the Lord ſhall 
give them Reſt from thetr Fear, from 
their Sorrow, and from their bard Bon- 
dage ; wherewith they have been cauſed to 
ſerve. Their Duſt ſhall alſo be carefully 
watched; and, from the Pir of Corrup- 
tion, they ſhall be awaked, as Men out 
of a Sleep 'or Dream, wherein they have 
Repreſentations of Things only, and in 
Part, and many Times in a great deal 
of Diſorder and Confuſion : So are the 
beſt Mens Notions in this ſleeping, 
dreaming Life, about God, Chriſt, Hea-

4. There is no Reaſon for exceſſive 
Grief, on the Account of godly Mens 
Deceaſe; though an inconſiderate or un- 
affected Stupidity and Stoiciſm is the 
Reproach of Scripture Attendants and 
Goſpel Profeſſors, when the Lord vi- 
ſits 52 World, Churches, or Families, 
with ſhocking) Diſpenſations, of which 
Kind the Death of Saints may be 
eſteemed one: For whatever the Wick - 
ed think, or ſay of them, they, as well 
as the Church, are greatly beholden to 
the Godly. They are the. Salt of the 
Earth, * — the Pillars of its Support; 
* the Chariots of Iſrael, and the Horſe- 
men thereof. Though it is a Lamenta- 
tion of the Prophet, The Righteous 
periſheth, and no Man layeth it to Heart; 
and merciful. Men are taken away, none 
confidering, &c. i. e. none being thought- 
ful about the Occaſion of God's hou- 
ſing his Sheep, takipg his Children 
Home, gathering his Saints, or calling 
his Ambaſſadors out of the World; or

what will be the miſerable State of the 
World, wnen Evil is called for, and 
none to divert it, or the Anger of the 
Lord viſibly breaks out, and the Moſes's 
removed who uſed to fland inthe Gap, 
or lift up their Hands prevailingly in the 
Mount. Not at all to be moved, at 
ſuch Diſpenſations, is below the ratio- 
nal, much more the regenerate or new 
Creature. — But as the Sins of the 
World, or of the Church, are many 
Times the occaſion of the Lord's ta- 
king away his eminent Saints, whoſe 


Hearts are grieved, and even broken, 
for the - Abominations, the Lewdneſs 


and Wickedneſs of ſome, and the Cold- 
neſs, Indifference, want of Love, Life, 
and Faith in many fair Profeſſors, there 


is more Reaſon for them that ſurvive to 


mourn -over their own Sins, than the 
Loſs of their godly Friends, Neigh- 
bours, or Relations; for they are not 
loſt, bur laid up, as the moſt precious 
Jewels, to be ſhown with Advantage 
another Day.

mous Expreſſion in his Lips. And, 
however he wore. off the Terror of his 
Thoughts then, they were ſome time 
after renewed on him with more laſting 
Power and Influence, and followed

n When he was in his Buſineſs, as a Gardner, lop- 
ping the upper Branches of a tall Tree, the Branch 
Whereon he ſtood broke, or gave way; and, as falling, 
he had theſe Words in his Mouth, G- cd's Wounds, 
where am I falling? He was prevented being daſhed to 
Pieces (if not killed with the Bill-Hook which he had in 
his Hand all the while) by catching hold of one of the 
lower Boughs, that broke the Violence of the Fall: 
And he was no ſooner at the Ground, than he begun to 
reprove himſelf after this Manner: What a Wretch am 
I, that when in the laſt Hazard, not only to drop into 
the Grave, but into Hell, ſhould prophane and trample 
on that Blood and thoſe Wounds whereby alone I muſt be 
faved, if ever I am ſaved. 

i When he with his three Brothers (lifted up in their 
own Minds, both on Account of the uncommon Way 
wherein they were brought into the World, as they were 
all Twins, the Sons of one Father and one Mother ; and 
alſo for. their Stature and Strength above moſt of their 
Neighbours) were come to viſit their Father, and com- 
plimented by a great many of the Youth and others of 


their old Neighbourhood ; who, to expreſs their Joy to 


ſee them, were met at a Publick-Houſe in Taunton, on the 
Sign-Poſt of which Houſe Mr. Hobbs had been hanged : 
There was one Mr. George Leach, a Baptiſt Miniſter, 
and Relation to their Family, in the Company, who 
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with, ſolemn Cries: What be ſhould do 
to be 9 Till being led into the

placed himſelf in the Midſt of thel Brethren, and wich 
ſome Remarks on Providence, expreſſed his Deſire of 
their Happineſs, and' commended Chriſt unto them as the 
Saviour of the Soul, and the Scriptures as the only Rule 
of Faith and Life to Men, in ſuch a Manne, that our 
Friend Humphrey, and his Twin- Brother William, were, 
by the divine Bleſſing, from that Time in love with, and 
through Grace enabled, as poor Sinners, to look to, de- 
Fol on, and ſubmit to Chriſt, as their Lord and their 
according to the Direction of the Holy Scripture ; 
Which was from "thence the conſtant Companion and 
Counſellor of our deceaſed Brother * 
And though his Zeal for Chriſt and his Truths ex- | 
ſed him afterwards to many Difficulties and Dangers, 
in the latter End of King Char/es the Second, he was 
often. remarkably delivered and preſerved: particularly 
once at a Meeting at Crediton, * Kirton, in Devon, 
(where he then lived) when the Apparitor, who was the 
chief Informer againſt Diſſenters in the Place, was come 
to infor m againſt all whom he found there, after knock- 
ing ſometime at the Door, our Friends, 'Twin-Brother, 
being the firſt at the Door to open it, himſelf haſtening 
after him with theſe Thoughts: We came into the World 
at one Birth, were converted together ; and if the Will 


of the Lord be that we muſt ſuffer for Chrift, his Truth 


and Cauſe, we will ſuffer together. And when he 
came with Boldneſs to the Appariter (who had been 
their Companion in the Days of their Ignorance, and 
before they had any ſerious Thoughts or Concern about 
Religion) he ſaid to him, Mat, Peter!“ Who anſwer- 
ed (as ſurpriſed at the Boldneſs as well as Sight of our 
Friend) in theſe Words, Gogd Lor, is Humphrey here 
too! If it pleaſe the Lord, for our two Sales, I will 
never diſturb a Meeting more while L live. To which 


| Mr. Trend replied, Soy, and hold Peter. Upon this,

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40 A Sermon preached on the 


Knowledge of Chriſt, as the only Sa- 
viour, he was ſtayed with the Words 
of the Lord by the Prophet Ferem:ab-s : 
Tra, I have loved thee with an everlaſt- 
ing Love: And comforted with thoſe 


by Jaiab: Fear not, I am with thee, 
be not diſmayed, . I am thy God; yea, 1 


will frengtben thee ; „I will help 
tbee Lad J will uphold thee with the 
Right-hand of my Righteouſneſs. And 
as he was thus plucked, like a Brand 
out of the Fire, and ſaved as out of 
the Mouth' of Hell, in his conſtant At- 
tendance on the Houſe and Ordinances 
of the Lord, publick and private, while 
he was able, the ſame Boldneſs of Tem- 
per and Reſolution diſcovered itſelf for 
Chriſt, in his peculiar Tokens of Plea-

wards every Perſon indifferently, who 
degraded and detracted from the Honour

the ſaid Peter went away with ſuch Impreſſions, that he 


never more did inform againſt any; nor were the reli- 
gious Meetings in that Neighbourhood diſturbed by other 
Perſons ever after. |

not ro expreſs his Zeal for Chriſt, his 
Truths and Cauſe ; by ſpeaking his own 
Experjence and Comforts therein, before 
old and young who viſited him in his laſt 
Illneſs; and exhorting them to be firong 
in the Lord, and in the Power of bit 
Might, and by no Means to deſpiſe the 
Doctrines of Grace, or think light of, 
and negle& the Ordinances of the Re- 
deemer : His own Hopes as well as Com- 
forts in whom, when theſe were mention- 
ed to him, during the Space of ſeven 
Weeks, wherein he was ſpeechleſs, he 
would ſignify by lifting up his Hands and 
Eyes in à moſt devour Manner, till a fe 


Days before his Death; wherein, as ha- 


ving done with the Things of Time, he 


took very little, or no Notice of any Per- 
ſon. Whatever Cauſe then, Friends, Re- 
lations, or the Church, may ſeemingly 
have to lament his Deceaſe, there ſeems 
no Cauſe left to ſorrow for him, as for 
one of whom there is no Hope.
